When the climate for profits is good, 
many such Individuals make many such 
decisions. When it is had, few do. 
The climate of profit opportunity 
should be good now. Much of the world 
is more prosperous than ever before, 
personal income is high in the United 
States, and the market for goods and 
services of all kinds should be vast. 
But some factors blacken the profit 
opportunity picture. One, of course, is 
the rapid rise of costs, which errodes 
profits. Tile other is the income tax rate 
structure in the U. S. 
Mr. Hagedorn punted out that in­ 
come tax reform along the lines of the 
Herlong-Baker hills would allow tax­ 
payers to save more, and hence invest 
more — which will make more jobs.

Dear Doctor... 


Most thoughtful Americans h a v e 


accepted the belief that congressional 


lobbying, though the word itself may 


have distasteful connotations, is a use­ 


ful adjunct to the legislative process. 


It has come to be widely understood 


that the lobbyist, by marshaling data 
and arguments, can be of genuine help 
to lawmakers. 
Having acknowledged the possible 
values of lobbying, one may also note 
that expressive activity to foster a point 
of view threatens to distort congres­ 
sional attitudes toward pending legisla­ 
tion. The threat is not always palpable; 
it is not always borne out by events. 
But such a threat does exist. 
A case in point is the continuing 
dispute over the best means of mak­ 
ing adequate medical care available to 
all Americans, regardless of their in­ 
come status. Very large sums have been 
spent, primarily by the American Medi­ 
cal Association, to oppose increased fed­ 
eral participation in medical care. This 


opposition has been directed not only 
against compulsory health insurance, 
which the AM A always describes as 
"socialized medicine," but also against 
efforts to link medical care for the aged 
to the social security system. In the 
first half of this year the AM A spent 
approximately $147,000 on 
lobbying, 
more than any other group. 
Calling attention to this is in no 
sense a 
condemnation 
of 
w’hat the 
AMA is doing, nor are its motives 
called into questions. Lobbying, when 
done openly, whether in Washington 
or Harrisburg, is entirely legitimate. 
The point made here is that wrhen any 
group spends large sums on lobbying, 
then what it says ought to be studied 
with particular care. 
B y the same token, in such a case 
special pains should he taken by both 
the public — and in this case Congress 
— to make sure that a fair hearing is 
accorded those who differ with views of 
the lobbying group.
